To be tolerated is to be indis­ 
criminately lu mp ed tog ether in 
a g rou p where the identity of 
none is recog nized ap art from 
any others. 
In the second p lace, freedom 
does not ex ist in limbo.

It is freedom from something 
and can only be emotionally ex ­ 
p erienced if it is earned in some 
manner. 
Therefore, u nless p arents or 
other adu lts p rotest or comp lain 
rather noticeably , it is not clear­ 
ly demonstrated whether strang e 
and often bizarre teen-ag e looks, 
actions and talk are assertions 
of freedom. 
Freedom 
cannot be earned 
from nothing ; it mu st be free­ 
dom from something . 
If teen-ag e cu ltism does not 
bring cries of fru stration and 
sometimes ang u ish from adu lts, 
it fails the y ou th. 
'The cu lt offers g rou p identity 
nor freedom can be achiev ed 
throu g h mere cu lt observ ances. 
For neither a sense of identity 
anc freedom from one au thority 
in tu rn for comp liance with the 
au thority of another—the code 
of the cu lt. 
Finally ou r teen-ag e letter- 
writer asserts, “ When y ou were 
ou r ag e y ou were looking for 
something better; this is what 
we are try ing to do.

Will the fate o f the American vessel finally 
awaken American po licy makers to the realizatio n 
that the Kremlin still stands fo r wo rld revo lutio n? 
The main result o f the dispute between Russia 
and China is that it expo ses the real mo tivating 
fo rces behind So viet po licy . It reveals (be fallacy

| lo ving" Russia as o ppo sed to an “ a ggressive” and 
militant Red China. 
The real bo ne o f co ntentio n between the two 
Red rivals is no t whether to fight fo r wo rld revo lu­ 
tio n . but which is the right mo ment to “ raise the 
I banner o f insurrectio n.”

Studies o n the treatment o f 
heart attacks are branching o ut

•Here is the best advice as given 
b y reco gnized autho rities: 
In the first six to eight weeks 
a fter a co ro nary o cclusio n (my o - 
jrardial infa rctio n), the victim 
sho uld be in a ho spital, prefer- 
nbly in a co ro nary ’ ca re unit. 
The first requirement is to re­ 
lieve pain with mo rphine o r m e­ 
peridine. If the pain is persist­ 
ent 
and there is evidence o f 
sho ck, o xy gen is given. 
If the 
victim is restless, seda tives are 
given, and, if the pulse is irreg­ 
ular. a drug to resto re no rmal 
rhy thm is given. 
Antico agulants appear to he o f 
va lue in preventing recurrences 
and sho uld be given regularly 
fo r three mo nths after the at­ 
tack. 
So me 
do cto rs 
co ntinue 
their use fo r two o r three y ears 
but their value slo wly declines. 
They sho uld no t be taken in­ 
definitely . 
It is impo rtant to fo llo w the 
pro gress o f reco very with fre- 
qupnt 
electro cardio grams 
and 
sedimentatio n 
rate 
determina ­ 
tio ns. If the victim has diabetes, 
Jngh blo o d pressure o r a high 
cho lestero l level, these must be 
trea ted to lessen the chances o f 
a fulure heart attack. Much h as 
been written recently abo ut the 
dangers o f to o much cho lestero l 
jn the blo o d, but fhis is no t near-

Q—Can a perso n who has dia ­ 
betes, hardening o f the arteires.

is? What wo uld be the result o f 
to o la rge a do se? 


A — Digitalis is a po werful 
drug. It can be a lifesa ver in 
perso ns with certain ty pes o f 
heart disea se. It is safe o nly 
when taken under medical su­ 
pervisio n. The signs o f digitalis 
po iso ning include weakness, nau­ 
sea and dro wsiness. 


Q—I am 72 and have an en­ 
larged heart. My do cto r is giv­ 
ing me Co rmaine, which helps 
me. He sto pped the digitalis be­ 
ca use it made me feel weak. 
What is Co ramine? Is it related 
to sal vo latile? 


A—Co ramine is a brand o f nike­ 
thamide. It is a valuable heart 
stimulant but, beca use the m ar­ 
gin o f sa fety between the effec- 
tive and the po iso no us do se is so 
small, it must be taken o nly un­ 
der careful supervisio n. Sal vo l­ 
atile is ammo nium carbo nate, a 
co nstituent 
o f 
sm elling 
salts 
(a ro m a tic spirits o f a m mo nia). 
It is no t related to nikethamide. 


Q— My husband has a left axis 
deviatio n o f his heart. What is it 
and what can be do ne fo r it? 
A—This o ccurs in perso ns who 
have a leaky mitral valve. When 
medical treatment with digitalis 
and restricted activity fails, an 
o peratio n may be necessary '.

He wrote a little book entitled 
“ Of Plimoth Plantation.” 
Therein he mentioned that the 
Pilgrims entered into the May ­ 
flower Compact, which was an 
ex periment in Commu nism.

So they had a pov v wow and de­ 
cided to try ou r t>T)ical American 
“ free enterprise” sy stem.

signwl to ev ery family its own 
parcel of land and let them keep 
what they raisetl. 
‘‘This had v ery good su ccess,”

Gaherin's wire said in essence. 
“ Peace, brothers, we agree to

'tion. heard of Gaherin's tele­ 
gram and fired off one of his 
ow n to Die various news media. I 
Boiled down to two words, his 
wire said:

Sounds like every thing is hunky- 
dory. right? Wrong. You don’t 
know how things like this can 
get dragged out. 
Miller 
now 
says 
Gaherin 
claims he never sent such a 
w ire. 
Gaherin says he never said he 
didn't send the wire and that 
Miller should come on and get 
off it. 
“ In his wire.” says Miller of 
Gaherin, “ he said publicly the ‘ 
owners had agreed to the new 
$10,000 minimum. We accepted] 
that in our wire. Then he turned j

and 
said 
that 
their;

our acceptance of their entire j 
package.” 
Oh yes. they’re using packa­ 
ges in this war. too.
